ENGLAND AND RUSSIA. 
A POINT OF HONOR. 

Lonponr, March 25.—The controversy between 
England and Russia is approaching that dau- 
gerous state where a point of honor more and 
more engages the attention. 

AUSTRIAN FEELING. 

Lonponr, March 25.—Vienna correspondents 
say the full text of the treaty of San Stcfano 
has renewed a strong anti-Russian feeling there. 
There is no difference of opinion about the real 
meaning of the treaty. Itis not Russian pre- 
ponderapce but Russian rule in European 
Turkey, and it is just because such alteration as 
would remove this feature would entirely destroy 
the treaty that less confidence is felt in the 
efficacy of the Congress since fts publication. 
While Count Andrassy will demand a revision 
of the entire treaty, he will decline to do so in 
combination with England, because their inter- 
ests are not identical. 

Sr. PererssureG, March 25.—The Agence Russe 
says Russia having communicated tie remtird 
preliminaries to the Powers, having declared 
that no secret treaty exists, and having recog- 
nized in each member of the Congress the full 
right of discussing, proposing, and determining, 
the London Cabinet’s conduct in insisting on 
imposing its formula upon Russia can only be 
regarded as bad chicanery , revealing an offensive 
intention. 

GERMAN OPINION. 

Beri, March 25.—The North-German Gazette 
says, considering to-day’s news, the meeting of 
the Congress at an early date can scarcely be 
any longer expected. A war between Russia 
and England, however, need not yet be regard- 
ed as a necessary consequence of England's at- 
titude. The Russian army remains at present 
pear Constantinople, and its conduct will in the 
main be regulated by that of the British fleet. 

ENGLAND SHOULD BE IGNORED. 

BrvussELs, March 25.—The Russian organ, 
Le Nord, says there is but little probability 
that the Congress will meet. It is, in conse- 
quence of England's views, more to the advan- 
tage of Europe that it should not. The duty 
of Europe is to settle the crisis without En- 
Claud. 

FRENCH OPINION. 

Panis, March 25.—The Temps says the preva- 
lent opinion in diplomatic circles is that En- 
giand’s persistence in her refusal to participate 
will cause the abandonment of the Congress. 
It is probable that if England refuses to take 
part France and Italy will follow her example. 
The Temps does not consider that an Anglo- 
Russian war is the necessary consequence of 
England’s abstention from the Congress. 


IGNATIEBFF. 

St. PETERSBURG, March 25.—The Agence Russe 
reports that Gen. ignatieff has started for 
Vienna. 

CAUSE OF THE DELAY. 

Lonxpor, March 26—5 a. m.—A correspondent 
at Vienna says itis confirmed that Russia has 
not yet sent her final answer to Engiand. The 
answer is delayed pending efforts which Russia 
is making, with the approval of Germany, to 
wean Austria from her last idea of an English 
alliance. 

THE THREE EMPERORS. 

Montagque’s Review declares that if Engiand 
does not attend the Congress the three Empires 
must come to an understanding on Russia's de- 
mands. If England then considers it necessary 
to secure her interests in the Mediterrancan she 
will discover that the freedom of the seas is, as 
Prince Bismarck recently declared, essentially a 
German interest. The correspondent has good 
reasons to assert that the foregoing expresses 
the views of Prince Bismarck. 


CONSTANTINOPLE. 
LAYARD’S SCHEMING. 

Lox box, March 25.—A special from Pera says 
Layard, the British Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople, is the head of a partywho would rather 
see England go to war with Russia on any 
grounds, however trivial, than not at all. The 
present Philo-English attitude of the Porte is 
due to the intimate friendship between Layard 
and Vefik Pasha, and the latter’s temporary 
influence over the Sultan. But the Sultan is a 
man of capricious and arbitrary temper, and of 
inferior capacity and resolutiov. A Court or 
Cabinet intrigue might destroy Vefik Pasha’s 


ascendancy and change the whole Turkish pol- 
icy. 


OSMAN PASHA. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 25.—The Sultan on 
Sunday summoned Usman Pasha to him, and in 
the presence of the Ministers expressed his 
warmest admiration and gratitude for his heroic 
defense of Plevna. Osman's public entrance 
into Constantinople is arranged for to-dav, after 
which he will review the troops at the War 
Ministry. 


SERVIA. 
DISSATISFACTION. 

London. March 25.—A dispatch from Bel- 
grade says the publication of the terms of 
peace has secured universal dissatisfaction in 
Servia. The army will reoccupy all the positions 
it conquered from Turkey, and hold them until 
the Congress decides as to the justice of

Servia’s claims. The Grand Duke Nicholas has 
made a pressing demand on Servia to remobilize 
her reserves and concentrate them on the 
northern frontier, but Servu has vot complied. 
Lowpon, March 26—5 a. m. — A Belgrade cor- 
respondent confirms the report that the Cabinet 
Council has resolved to reoceupy all the tepri- 
tory conquered from the Turks in Old Servia. 
Recruiting is going on on throughout the country.

THE LOST * EURYDICE. 
THE DISASTER, 

Lonpon, March 25.~In London and the 
provinces yesterday the weather was fine and 
bright until about 3:30, when an almost geveral 
change ensued. Short and violent gusts of 
wind, accompanied by snow and dust storms of 
very unusual character, brief as sudden, follow- 
ed rapidly from nearly opposite points of the 
compass. At 4 in the afternoon, when off Dun- 
nose, and proceeding under full sail,a squall 
struck the Eursdice and she capsized and sank 
immediately. The schooner Emma, passing 
the Eurydice at the time, rescued five persons, 
including Lieut. Francis H. Tabor, after they 
had been an hour in the water. Three of these 
died, so the only survivors of the disaster are 
Benjamin Cuddiford, able seaman, and Sydney 
Fletcher, first-class boy. 

A STATEMENT. 

The following is Cuddiford’s statement: 
„The ship capsized in a squa!l and snow-storm, 
about 4 in the afternoon, when five miles from 
Dunnose. There were over 300 persons on 
board, all of whom, except Fletcher and my- 
self, were, I believe, lost. I was one of the last 
on the ship. Capt. Hare was near me when she 
went down, after capsizing, and she carried with 
her a large number of men clinging to her or 
who were drawn down in the vortex. A man 
near me said a vessel was close by when the 
squall came on, and, therefore, we would be 
sure to be picked up. I was more than an hour 
in the water, being a first-rate swimmer, and 
very many of my comrades cried to me for 
help. I tried to assist two or three, but at 
last there were four clinging to me, and 1 
was obliged to kick them off. Our ship left 
Bermuda three weeks ago. We passed the Liz- 
ard, in the County of Cornwall and the most 
southern part of Great Britain, yesterday, and 
expected to anchor at Spithead about 5 in the 
afternoon.”’ 

The Admiral commanding at Portsmouth has 
sent steamers to search in the vicinity of the 
accident, but no further report has been re- 


ceived. 
THE LOST. 


It is believed the Eurydice had about 320 offi- 
cers and seamen, of which 270 were young men 
in training, besides about twenty officers and 
men taken on board at Bermuda as invalids. 

Dunnose, off which the ship was lost, is a lofty 
headiand, and well knowa to visitors to the Isle 
of Wight. It is situated a short distance south 
of Shanklin Chine, abotit midway from that 
point to Black Gang 

THE EURYDICE 
was commissioned at Portsmouth in February, 
1877, and went on a practice cruise to the West 
Indies, whence she had been for some days ex- 
pected at Portsmouth. 
LITTLE HOPE. 

The Lloyds place the number on board at 815. 
Two only are known to be saved, though a tele- 
gram from Ventnor states that a bark was seen 
bearing towards Dunnose just before the squall, 
and there is some hope she may have rescued 
others. In consequence of the strong ebb tide 
and the north wind at the time, the bodies are 
not expected to come ashore. 

All hands were mustering on deck for prayers 
at the time of the disaster. 

FROM THE SHORE. 

But fora passing schooner nothing would 
have been known of the disaster, as everything 
on the sca was hidden from those on shore by a 
blinding snow-storm, and it would have been 
thought the ship had gone on to Spithead. At 
3:80 the esplanade at Ventnor was crowded 
with visitors admiring the Eurydice, which was 
carrying every available stitch of canvas. She 
sailed so close to the shore that the pler- 
head the cordage of the rigging was visible. 
Suddenly the sky became overcast, and snow 
and sleet descended quickly, driving the prom- 
enaders to cover and hiding the vessel from 
view. When the storm lifted, only the schooner 
Emma lowering her boats could be seen. 

FLETCHER 

states that he was below when, hearing a noise 
on deck, he rushed up and found the vessel on 
her side in a sinking condition. He had been in 
the water scarcely a minute when the vessel 
lurched forward, drawing him down such a dis- 
tance that he gave himself up for lost, but the 
life-buoy drew him to the surface. 

The vessel hes with her masts visible two 
miles off Luccombe Chine Point, where the 
ravine runs down to the sea, and through which 
the wind blows with a force against which only 
close-reefed vessels can stand. 

Boats went out last night to search for bodies, 
but none were found. Several gunboats are to- 
day cruising in the neighborhood. An effort 
wili be made to raise the vessel. 

TOO MUCH SAIL. 

A telegram from Cowes says: “There is no 
doubt the Eurydice was carrying too much sail. 
She had ber lower and upper e sails 
set. 

NEARLY FOUR HUNDRED LOST. 

A Portsmouth telegfam says it is feared that 
with the men embarked at Bermuda, and proba- 
bly from Admiral Key’s squadron, North 
America, and West Indies, the Eurydice nad 
nearly 400 persons on board. 

OFFICIAL LIST. 

Lorpon, March 26—5 a. m.—The official list 
issued by the Admiralty shows the Eurvdice’s 
officers and crew numbered 298 men. Seven, 
however, were possibly left at Barbadoes in 
prison. All accounts agrec that there were also 
from twenty to thirty passengers, officers, in- 
valids, men whose time had expired, etc., on 
board.

IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 25.—A fire broke out 
to-night in the third floor of the paint and drug 
warehouse of W. H. Wampole & Co., on Fourth 
street, above Arch. There was a strong wind 
blowing and the fire rapidly spread in all 
directions. soon becoming one of the 
most disastrous confagrations that ever 
visited our city. The flames rapidly spread 
north to No. 125 North Fourth street, occupied 
by Lovegrove & Co., machinery; 127, by A, T. 
Seizing & Co., printers; T. P. & 8. 8. Smich, 
shoe manufacturers; and 129, by Christian Mul- 
ler, wine house. Southward, the flames reached 
No. 121, occupied by James Flynn, white lead 
and window glass; No. 119, C. H. Royal & Co., 
morocco boot and shoe findings, the upper story by 
P. A. Harris & Co., ladies’ and children’s shoes; 
No. 117, by Cabiil & McLaughlin, the upper 
stories by Colter Bros, sboe- upper manu- 
facturers, H. J. Toudy & Co., engravers, and 
Charles Kaufman, map-printer. 

Several explosions occurred in the paint- 
house of Wampole & Co., and a minute after- 
ward the front wall fell with a terrific crash, 
causing the fire to communicate to 
the buildings on the west side of 
Fourth street, first catching the roof of 
No. 126, occupied by A. Gentzsch, paper-box 
manufactory, thence to 124, the United States 
White Lead Company; No. 122, German Amer- 
ican Bottling Company; and§then north to No. 
128, occupied by John R. Funks, saloon; No. 
180, Martin, paints; No. 132, James, fron show- 
cases. These buildings were soon enveloped 
in flames, and, in the meantime, the roof of 
No. 117, on the east side of Fourth street, 
lell, carrying in the roots of two buildings be- 
low. Several firemen in the latter building 
were seriously cut, but it is not known that any 


fatal accident happened. 

The course of the fire then descended to No. 
115 North Fourth street, occupied by W. H. 
Grove, show and Charles A. Duhring; No. 
118, occupied — E. Price Hunt, blank-book man- 
utuacturers, and No. 111, by H. A. Burton, wall - 

per; the third and fourth floors by Charles

The 
fire on Second street is extinguished. 

2:45 a. m.—Owing to the muitipiicity of in- 
terests involved, there being in some cases four 
or five firms in the same bui ding, it is utterly 
impossible to obtain even a partial list of 
insurances or losses. About thirty houses in 
all were more or less damaged by fire or 
water, and the total loss is still thought to be 
about $1,000,000. 

At this hour (8 a. m.) the fire is still burning, 
but so far under control that there is no possi- 
ble chance of its further spreading.

OUR MINISTER TO CHINA. 
Spertat Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wasntworon, D. C., March 25.—The Seward 
investigation this morning disclosed no new 
facts. The further the cross examination pro- 
ceeds the more apparent does it become that 
the charges against Mimister Seward largely 
proceed from malice, and that the persons 
making the complaints do not come into court 
with clean hands. For instancé, to-day an un- 
successful attempt was made vo prove that the 
prosecuting witness was implicated in the burn- 
ing of the Consulate at Shanghai. 

THE POST-OFFICE INVESTIGATION. 

The House Post-Office Committee took 
further evidence to-day on the subject of the 
mode of letting mail-contracts. Amos P. Curry 
testified that he had a jand-contract along the 
Arkansas River, for which he was paid $900 an- 
nually. He was induced by Adams, who seems 
to have been successful in obtaining contracts 
from the Department, to 

ABANDON HIS ROUTE 
for the amount of profit he made, $50 quarter- 
ty. This done, Adams succeeded in securing 
a steamboat-route supplying the same terri- 
tory, for which he received $2,000 annually. 
Curry testified that Senator Dorsey advised him 
to surrender his route to Adams. 

THE CONSULAR BILL. 

The progress made by the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee on the Consular and Diplomatic 
bill furnishes new evidence that the Senate is 
not disposed to permit the House to entirely 
contro! all legislation in the appropriation bills. 
The salaries of all foreign Ministers and Con- 
sular officers so greatly reduced by the House 
were restored to the sum provided by law. The 
Committee added the provision for a Charge 
d' Affairs at Denmark and Switzerland at $5,000, 
supplied a Secretary for the Brazilian mission, 
restored a large number of Consuls, including 
those at Southampton, Nantes, and Venice. and 
generally wherever the House had changed the 
classification of Consular offices the Senate re- 
stored the Consuls to the position they oc- 
cupy under the existing law. One of Mr. 
Evarts’ notions that Consuls should be re- 

uired to submit a quarterly statement of 
the exports and imports, to which the House 
agreed, was stricken out bythe Senate, as was 
the clause appropriating €20,000 to be used in 
the discretion of the President for diplomatic 
service. The Senate is scarcely as well dis- 
posed towards the President as the House is.

THER DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR BILL. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasarneton, D. C., March 35.— be Con- 
sular and Diplomatic Appropriation bill was re- 
ported to the Senate with numerous important 
amendments. The effect of these amendments, 
generally stated, is to restore the salaries of all 
diplomatic end Consular officers from the re- 
duced amounts proposed in many cases by the 
House to the amounts provided bv the existing 
laws. The Committee concur in the House 
provisions extending the diplomatic service in 
South America. and insert provisions for various 
diplomatic offices which the House omitted. In 
every case where the classification of Consuls 
has been changed by the House the Senate Com- 
mittee has restored them to the existing grades 
and salaries, and the restoration of the follow- 
ing Consuiships which were dropped in 1876 is 
provided for, the salary io cuch case fixed at 
$1,000 per annum, viz.: Southampton, Stettin, 
Nantes, Valencia, Milan, Venice, Maranham, 
Santa Cruz, and Satow. 

The House appropriation of $20,000 to be 
expended in the discretion of the President for 
diplomatic and Consular service is stricken out, 
together with the clause requiring Consuls to 
make commercial reports quarterly. The Com- 
mittee take the ground that such reports are al- 
ready safficiently provided for. The Committee 
insert provisions for continuing the maintenance 
of Charges d' Affaires in Denmark and Switzer- 
land, and a Secretary of Legation in Brazil. They 
concur in the House restoration of the United 
States Ministers for Bolivia and the United 
States of Colombia. They also agree to the 
consolidation of our missions for the Argentine 
Republic and Paraguay and Uruguay. The 
salaries of our Envoys Extraordinary and Min- 
ters Pienipotentiary to Great Britain, France, 
Germany, aud Russia are provided for at $17,500 
each; those to Spain, Austria, Italy, Brazil, 
Mexico, and Japau at $12,000 each; and those to 
Chili and Peru at $10,000 cach, instead of $15,- 
‘900, 4 — and $8,000, respectively, as reduced 
by the House.

THE TARIFF BILL. 
MR. WOOD WILL TRY HIS LUCK TO-DAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 25.—Fernando 
Wood expects to report the Tariff bill to the 
House to-morrow, and to ask the House to 
make it the special order for Thursday next 
after the morning hour, to the exclusion of all 
other business except prior special orders and 
Appropriation bilis. The point of order will 
probably be raised at once that itis not in the 
power of a majority of the House 
to make a special order except by a 
two-thirds vote. The friends of the Tariff bill 
will insist that a majority can do it, and wil!

DECISIONS ANNOUNCED. 

Wasuinorons, D. C., March 25.—The follow. 
Ing decisions were rendered in the Supreme 
Court to-day: 

No, 128. The Pensacola Telegraph Company 
vs. The Western Union diearanh Company; 
spopal from the Circuit Court for the Northern 

istrict of Florida. This isa contest between 
the Western Union Company and Pensacola 
Company under the law of the State granting 
exclusive telegraph privileges to the latter 
Company. The Court held that the business of 
telegraphing falls within the provision of 
the Constitution giving to Congress the right 
to regulate commerce; that the telegraph has 
become indispensable to the business of the 
world, both as to private persons and govern- 
ments, and that it cannot be thus limited 
or restricted by State law. The law in 
question is an attempt to regulate com- 
merce on the part of the State, and as such is 
clearly incompetent since the action of Congress 
on the subject by the act of July 24, 1866, with 
which it is in conflict.. Affirmed. The Chief- 
Justice delivered the opinion. Dissenting, 
Justices Field and Hunt.

WAR OF RACES.

Wasnrnoton, D. C., March %.—The owners 
of extensive orange-groves in Spring Garden,

(3) The license itself must be 
returned to the County Clerk within thirty days 
after marriage. (4) The fact of the issuance 
of a license is often suppressea for the time 
being, simply upon a request being made of the 
clerk—if you manage to suppress your biushes.

ORIGIN OF THE BALLET. 
Anpletons Journal for April. 

The history of the ballet is the story of the 
slow development of an intricate art from 
simple origin. From the choral dances of the 
Greeks to the cachuca of the Eleslers is a long 
stride, and Terpsichore was over 2,000 years 
taking it. Slowly and sarely, step by step (to 
use an appropriate phrase), the complex ballet 
of to-day has been evolved from the almost ac- 
cidental and perhaps half-unconscious motion 
of the early Bacchic revels. The origin of danc- 
ing was probably simultaneous with the origin 
of music; the rhythm of the first Song was soon 
accompanied by the steps and the gestures of 
the first dance. Like the early music, the first 
dances were doubtless religious; if not so at 
first, they soon became devotional. The wor- 
ship of Bacchus, like the religious exercises of 
the Shakers of our day, and of certain dervishes, 
was accompanied with dancing. The Hebrews 
esteemed it a fitting ald to song in the service 
ot the Lord. David danced before the ark, and 
Hebrew history is full of the use of the dance in 
thanksgiving and praise. The early Egyptians 
perhaps also the Hin- 


— the Greeks it was held in honor. 
Phew ew dancing highly, and considered 
that it conduced to virtue; and throughout 
Greek literature are scattered innumerable ref- 
erences to it, in its religious and in its secular 
aspect. Asthe Greek drama devel out of 
the Dionysiac festivities, it carried the Bacchic 
dance with it, eee | ita license and 
regulating its limits. e choral dance 
of tragedy was probably a series of 
studied and stately motions, but little 
akin to the specimens of saltatortal skill with 
which we are familiar. Passing across the 
Adriatic to Italy, we find the Muses availing 
themselves of the aid of Terpsichore in the pan- 
tomimic plays most popular among the Romans. 
With the coming of the northern barbarians, 
dancing began to die out, and iu time the dense 
and disma) blackness of the Dark Ages fell upon 
it even more heavily than on the other arts. 
But. with the returning dawn, Terpsichore 
awakened to a new life. It was, indeed, a 
renascence, a new birth, with more vigorous 
vitality than before. What had been merely 
the dance was soon to become the ballet. And 
this, like many another discovery of those days, 
was due to the priest. The canonization of St. 
Charles Borromeo was celebrated in Lisbon 
by the! invention of the ambulatory 
ballet, a combination of revels, marches, dances, 
shows of all kinds on land and sea, linked to- 
gether some fable, and somewhat akin to 
the masks which were afterward to task the 
wits of Ben Jonson, give occasion for the Skill 
of Inigo Jones, and amuse the eyes of Elizabeth. 
With equal expenditure and extravagance was 
celebratetl the beatification of St. Ignatius 
Loyola, the founder of the Jesuits. St. Charles 
Borromeo was afterward the favorite of the 
Jansenists, who were opposed toall the vain 
shows olf this life; while the followers of Loy- 
ola were more liberal in their relations with the 
stage, anil they allowed their pupils to figure in 
ballets ag late as the time of Moliere. In the 
entertaining little book of M. Castil-Blaze— 
„La Danse et les Ballets —is an account of 
these priestly festivals, and also of the proces- 
sion—for it seems to bave been little more, al- 
though it is called a baliet—which were given in 
Aix in 1462 by King Rene of Sa. 

In these various celebrations dancing was in- 
troduced to give relief and variety, yet there 
was a gradual approach to tue idea of using it 
to tell ers by itself; and to Bergonzio di 
Botta, of Tortona, is perhaps due the credit of 
first achieving this, and thus inventmg the mod- 
ern ballet. In 1480 he spread a feast in honor 
of Galeas, Duke ot Milan, who had just mar- 
ried Isabella of Aragon, at which the ballet 
alternated with the banquet, a dance in charac- 
ter by mythological personages ; preluding each 
course of the répast, and varying the monotony 
of too steadfast a devotion to the table. It was 
with the appropriate pas de deut of Bacchus and 
Silenus that the entertaiuments came to an end 
after having lasted nigh upon six or seven 
hours.

dohn Doran tn Nineteenth Century, 
Ducis’) Othello“ was acted for the first 
time in 1792. The great Talma played the Moor, 
Mile. Desgarsins Afedelmone (Desdemona). In 
this version Ducis drew nearer to Shakspeare, 
and left Voltaire and his system behind, than 
he had ever done before. But there were things 
for which he could not bring his courage to the 
sticking place. He was convinced that the gen- 
tle-hearted audiences of 17% would never bear 
the presence of such a wretch as Jago (Pesara 
in the French play) Consequently, to the 
audience, Jago wears the guise of the truest 
possible ſriend to Othello, and all humanity in 
general. When his villainy is made apparent, it 
is in his absence, and he is never wed to ap- 
pear again, as the feelings of tie auaience 
would ¢ertainly be too much for him and 
themselyes.

SHORT HAIR AND SLAVERY. 

Herbert Spencer in Popular: Science Monthly for April. 

Be this as it may, however, the widely-prev- 
alent custom of taking the hair of the slain, 
either with or without a part of the skin, bas 
nearly everywhere resulted in the association 
between short hair and slavery. This associa- 
tion existed among both Greeks and Romans: 
„The slaves had their hair cut short as a mark 
of servitude.” We find it thus throughout 
America, ‘Socially the slave is despised, his 
hair is cut short, says Bancroft of the Nootkas. 
The privilege of wearing long hair was rigor- 
ously denied to Carib slaves and captives, 
says Edwards. The slavery that punished crim- 
inality was similarly marked. In Nicaragua 
% thief had his hair cut off, and became a slave 
to the person that had been robbed till he was 
satisfled.“ And this badge of slavery was 
otherwise inflicted as a punishment. By 
the Central Americans a suspected adulterer 
was stripped and his hair was cut (a great dis- 
grace). One ancient Mexican penalty was 
to have the hair cut at some public place.” And 
during medieval times in Europe cutting of 
hair was enacted asa punishment. Of course 
there follows a correlative distinction: long 
hair becomes honorable. If among the Chib- 
chas the greatest affront that could be put on 
a man or a woman was to have their hair crop- 
ped,” the assimilation to slaves in appearance 
was the obvious reason, the honorableness of 
long hair being an implichtion. * The [ 
Indians,” says Fancourt, wore their hair 
long as it e indeed, it is a most di 
cult * to the Indians to cut their 
hair.”’ Long hair is a mark of distinction 
among the Tongans, and none are permitted to 
wear it but the principal people. Sim- 
ilarly with the New Caledonians and 
various others of the uncivilized, and 
similarly with semi-civilized Orientals, 
„the Ottoman Princes have their beard shaved 
off, to show that they are dependent on the 
tavor of — e reigning mperor.“ By the Greeks, 
ein 'manb . « the hair was worn long- 
er, aud a re political significance was 
attached to the hair.” In Northern Europe, 
too, among the Franks ; the serfs 
wore the hair less long and less carefully dress- 
ed than freemen, and the freemen less long 
than the nobles: “ The long hair of the Frank 
Kings is sacred. It is for them a mark 
and honorable prerogative of the Royal race. 
Ciothair and Childebert, wishing to divide their 
brother’s kingdom, consulted respecting their 
nephews, ** whether to cut off their hair so as 
to reduce them to the rank of subjects, or to 
kill them.“ I may add the extreme case of the 
Japanese mikado: ‘“ Neither his hair, beard, 
nor pails are ever [favowedly| cut, that his sacred 
person may not be mutilated, such yea: any 
occurs being done while he is supposed to sleep.

Just at the 
critical juncture, when its eternal 
fame hung in the balance, the Administra- 
tion blundered and fell, never to rise again— 
in the estimation of Senator Howr. That 
was when the President fatally failed to ap- 
point Senator Hows to the Supreme Court 
vacancy. Since then the whole face of 
nature has changed. The policy of recon- 
ciliation and local self-government in the 
South has ceased to be beneficent, and be- 
come an infernal plot to destroy the Repub- 
lican party; Civil-Service reform is a hollow 
mockery; the Cabinet a collection of no- 
bodies; the Administration a fiasco on gen- 
eral principles. Senator Howz doubtless 
considers it a fortunate thing that he escaped 
the necessity of remaining the friend of the 
President when he fell short of the supreme 
judicial prize; the country, more than ever 
since the speech of yesterday, feels sure 
that it was a fortunate thing. 


The election of Tuesday next is not of less 
importance to the people of the city because 
it is confined to the choice of one Alderman 
from each ward. The eighteen Aldermen 
who may be elected will constitute one-half 
of the new Board, and the character of the 
whole Board will depend upon the personal 
and official character of the men chosen this 
year. The city has hada hard struggle to 
maintain a prudent and to some extent 
economical City Government during the last 
two years. Many of the bist men in the 
Council have declined further service, but 
there is a large rush of quite a different class 
of persons eager to become members of the 
City Government. There never was a stronger 
effort on the part of the money-expending 
class to get control of the Council. More 
than one of the notorious County Commis- 
sioners of last year seek to become City 
Council men, that they may co-operate with 
their friends in the County Board in manipu- 
lating the expenditures for the City-Hall and 
Court-House, and the expenditures of the 
city generally. The election of Aldermen is 
therefore of vital importance to the charac- 
ter and credit of the city. In this hour of 
financial distress and embarrassment, the 
city needs the services of men of integrity 
and business experience, and these can only 
be elected by the general support of the tax- 
paying voters. Toallow the election to go 
by default is to surrender the City Govern- 
ment to the rule of the corruptionists that 
are clamorous for the work of spoliation.

CITY FINANCES. 

The Comptroller explains that the $724,- 
000 of cash in the City Treasury to which 
we referred yesterday is not available except 
to a very portion for any current ex- 
penditures af the city. The law prohibits 
the use of the Water Fund for any other pur- 
pose, no matter however temporary such 
use may be. Some of the itoms of money in 
the Treasury represent surpluses of old ap- 
propriations, and these are available, as, for 
instance, the River Improvement Fund, and 
the Building Fund, amounting to about 
$70,000, which is now applicable to the 
City-Hall improvement. The large sum on 
deposit for special assessments are the 
sums collected for street openings; 
this money, large as is the sum, is 
but a small portion of what remains 
to be collected. It is due in small payments 
to many hundred people, and is subject to 
call. The remainder represents the partial 
collections made on taxes to meet unexpend- 
ed appropriations. This money is collected 
in small sums, and collections continue to 
drop in and the money is accumulating in 
the Treasury until such time as sufficient 
can be collected to go on with the works for 
which the appropriations were made. There 
are at this time between $500,000 and $600, - 
000 of unexpended appropriations. To meet 
this there is some money in the Treasury. 
and the rest will be collected within the next 
two or three years. Tux Trisune does not 
suppose that the Mayor or Comptroller 
has any right to take this money 
and expend it for other purposes; but what 
Tun Tarom said, and now repeats, is that 
it is in the power of the City Council to dis- 
continue all the works which have not been 
begun, and for which these unexpended ap- 
propriationg have been made. This would 
release a large sum of money now held idle 
in the City Treasury, and perhaps half a 
million dollars or more which is yet to be 
collected, creating a surplas revenue which 
would be especially available at this time, 
and would be of great assistance in carrying 
on the city nntil such time as the current 
revenue can be collected. There is not the 
slightest legal difficulty in the way of the 
City Coungil ordering the discontinuance 
of all the expenditures represented 
by unexpended appropriations. We do 
not refer to special assessments, but 
to appropriations for new engine- 
houses, school sites and buildings, and like 
purposes. We know that it will be claimed 
that there are not school-houses enough; 
that is freely admitted ; but the city has not 
money enough to pay the current expenses 
of the schopls we have, and it is a question 
whether it may not be more advisable to use 
the money appropriated for additional build- 
ings than to close the present schools for 
the want of money to support them. To 
the average Alderman and the average city 
officer, a suggestion to repeal an appropria- 
tion and practically put the money back in 
the Treasury is not only unprecedented, but 
is revolutionary. It is a violation of ‘‘ vested 
rights,” and an appeal to the courts 
for an ipjunction is imperatively de- 
manded. Give back money once voted out 
of the Treasury? Perish the thought! Yet 
an ordinary man, finding himself about to 
build a costly addition to his house, and at 
the same time short of money to pay the ex- 
pense of living and unable to borrow, would 
naturally abandon the scheme of building, 
and so retrench his expenditures as to be 
able to live within his available means. That 
is the policy which a prudent business man 
would adopt in his own affairs, and the City 
Council might well imitate it by discontinu- 
ing all unexpended appropriations made 
when the city was not embarrassed, and 
apply the money intended for those purposes 
to meet the now absolute necessities of the 
city. That would be a direct and practical 
reduction of $600,000 in the expenditures, and 
create a gurplus that would materially aid 
the city in its enforced policy of Pay as 
you go.” i 


PHANTOM MONEY. 

The introduction of the greenback consti- 
tutional amendment by Gen. EW, of 
Ohio, into the House is an open confession 
by this apostle of the rag-baby that the 
limit of 400 millions of forced war notes, 
commonly called greenbacks,“ cannot be 
constitutionally exceeded. There is not a 
lawyer in Congress of any party or faction 
who has given the subject serious considera- 
tion but has come to the same conclusion. 
The Supreme Court practically decided sev- 
eral years ago that Congress could not issue 
irredeemable notes in tims of peace and com- 
pel one private citizen to receive them from 
another in payment of debts when no great 
or irresistible national peril or neces- 
sity required it. Gen. Ewme sees no 
way of getting around the constitutional ob- 
stacle except by changing the Constitution 
itself, which is a slow and difficult thing to 
do; he can hardly expect to live long enongh 
to witness the incorporation of his proposed 


amendment into the supreme law. 


A curious hallucination possesses the minds 
of many well-meaning persons touching the 
power of the Federal Government to create

posed secret of Nature which would enable 
them to transmute base metals into gold. 
Bat the genuine Greenbacker believes that 
the political corporation known as Congress 
can easily eclipse all that was claimed for the 
occult science of the alchemists by changing 
a mixture of lampblack and straw into a 
money superior to silver or gold. This 
Congressional-fiat money is not to be like 
the greenbacks, redeemable in coin, and not 
like a note, a promise to pay some valuable 
thing to the holder, but it is to be an abso- 
lute substitute in purchasing power for the 
precious metals! There are two Jonzsxs— 
one of them is known as Silver” Jonzs, of 
Nevada, the other as Rag-Baby Jones, of 
New York, with the prenominals Grondx O. 
This Gzonor O. Jonzs is an enthusiastic dev- 
otee of the Burixen-Voornezs-Ewrne chemi- 
eal science, which coin by presto change 
straw pulp into bonanzas of gold and silver.

There are multitudes of other persons sat- 
urated with the same sophism that waters 
the imagination of this gushing Jonas. If 
it were possible to get them to comprehend 
that the Government can only create phan- 
tom money out of rags or straw when it cuts 
loose from standards of actual value, they 
would discard the rag-baby at once and for- 
ever. 

Suppose, fo: the sake of illustration, that 
gold and silver as money are thrown away as 
barbarous yy Congress; that their very 
idea as standards of value or equiva- 
lents of value is banished from trade 
and commerce by statute; that it is 
made a penal offense to measure the value of 
any commodity by them, or to give or 
offer them in exchange for any property. 
Suppose, next, that Congress issues this 
patent paper money of the usual denomi- 
nations in the general torm of bank-notes, 
except that the slips are not redeemable in 
coin,’or bonds payable in coin or anything. 
The question arises, What would those slips 
with dollar-marks on them represent? What 
coulda “dollar” in such currency mean? 
The accepted definition of a dollar is a 
piece of silver or gold of a certain weight, or 
a paper promise to pay that weight of 
precious metal. Since by the Burizn-Ewrno- 
Voonnxrs system, gold and silver are to be 
banished as useless, pernicious barbarisms, 
what idea of value will attach to one of 
those green pieces of paper? How can one 
denomination be worth more than another 
in the way of exchangeable value? How 
many bushels of wheat, corn, or oats will 
a piece of paper marked $10 purchase? 
What reason is there for supposing a slip of 
paper with the sign $1,000 printed thereon 
will purehase more cabbage, coal, or cloth 
than a similar parallelogram stamped with 
$5 or any other figure? Those slips of col- 
ored paper are not to be redeemable in gold 
or silver, or any.commodity possessing in- 
trinsic value. They are not to be measured 
by any tangible thing; they are simply ideal 
or sentimental ‘‘money.” A silver dollar 
is a tangible piece of metal weighing 
about one ounce avoirdupois, and it has cost 
something like a day’s work to obtain it. 
When we speak of $16 of gold we mean 
an ounce of gold, which cost the 
aches and sweat of more than a 
fortnight’s toil to extract from the carth. 
When the miners part with these metals they 
demand in exchange other products which 
have cost equivalent amounts of labor. We 
thus roughly establish an exchangeable 
value in commodities with the precious 
metals. Gold and silver are articles of barter 
as well as legal-tenders in payment of debt, 
and he who receives them for debt can ex- 
change them for any property he desires, 
according to what is called the market 
value. A pound of silver will purchase six- 
teen times as much commodities, or land, or 
labor as an ounce of silver. The purchasing 
power of silverand gold is determined by 
the weight or quantity of metal, and this 
barter-value fluctuates with the abundance 
or scarcity of the articles offered in exchange 
for them under the influence of the law of 
supply and demand. 

The difficulty with the proposed straw 
money is, that ho standard of exchangeable 
value can be to it. It has no intrin- 
sic or commodity worth ; it cannot be used 
in barter. A slip printed with the figures 
61,000“ is worth no more property and is 
redeemable in no more value than a slip with 
61“ printed thereon, because the $ mark 
means nothing 

Disassociated from all connection with gold 
and silver values, the patent-paper scrip 
must establish a new relation to commodities 
of its own. What shall that relation be ? 
How is it to be ed or estimated ? 
How much wheat Will a farmer give in ex- 
change for a pio of scrip marked “ $1”? 
If a bushel to-day, more than a quart 
to-morrow? What is there for offer- 
ing more than a single grain for any piece of 
scrip, no matter what is printed upon 
it? How can prices be fixed in such money, 
when one piece M irredeemable scrip is in- 
trinsically worth no more than another? 
How can there be any prices reported in such 
currency, when it possesses no intrinsic value 
itself, and is redeemable in no substance or 
product, having any value? If it be said that 
it willbe a legai-tender in the payment of 
dobts and taxes, afd thus some value will 
attach to it, the reply is, that nobody will 
sell property on trust to be paid in such cur- 
rency ; no debts will be made payable in that 
kind of paper; and no Government can be 
maintained on revenues of that worthless 
sort. Nobody would serve the Govern- 
ment, or sell supplies to it, and take such 
valueless stuff in payment. An attempt to 
introduce such currency would immediately 
result in the adoption of a general system of 
barter and exchange of commodities, and in 
special contracts for the payment of debts 
in products in so many bushels of grain, or 
gallons of whisky, pounds of iron, or ounces 
of silver and gold. Thus, in spite of all the 
laws that could be passed, the exchange of 
equivalents in value would reassert and re-es- 
tablish itself, and the country, after con- 
fusions and convulsions, would swing back to 
that metallic money which is both a measure 
and an equivalent of commodities and labor. 


— — — — 


The relations of the grain-elevator to the 
railroads in this city have radically changed 
within a fow years past. Not very long 
since it was practically impossible to receive 
grain bere without paying toll to the ware. 
houseman. Contracts existed by virtue of 
which a certain house was bound to receive 
all the grain arriving on a certain line, and 
the line was bound to deliver the grain to the 
house named in the bond. It now looks as if the 
railroad interests were leagued against the 
warehouses to the intent of making the busi- 
ness of the latter as small as possible. The 
railroad official will now agree to receive and 
transfer, free of cost, grain. from one car to 
another, by the laborious process of hand 
or team carriage, but will not receive 
the same grain from an ¢levator-spout with- 
out a charge of some $2 per car for “ switch- 
ing.” He will send his cars to the 
mill, or the packing-house, to take on loads 
of flour or meats, without a cent of charge 
for switching, but the car-load of grain from 
the elevator must pay full toll. As a conse- 
quence, the elevator would fail to attract a 
large percentage of the grain that comes 
hither, even if its proprietors were willing 
to handle the grain for nothing, and the 
grain-warehousing interest is now suffering 
severely—shall] we say paying the penalty of 
extortion practiced up to a few years ago” ? 
It js understood that an effort is now being 
made to inducethe railroadinterest to act a lit-

is thought that recent experience will enforce 
the appeal. It is known that the process of 
transfer on track is attended by great waste, 
—estimated by some at not less than one cent 


per bushel,—while the process is also very 
‘unsatisfactory in the matter of weights and 
quality. There is no doubt that the great 
majority of parties in the grain trade would 
gladly welcome a return to the warehouse 
system of transferring grain in this city if 
they can obtain the service at something like 
what it is worth, allowing a fair profit to the 
parties who handle it. 
TAXATION OF GREENBACKS. 

We have beon repeatedly questioned by 
correspondents whether there is any law ex- 
empting greenbacks from taxation. One cor- 
respondent writes referring us to a law of the 
United States passed June 30, 1864, entitled 
„an Act to provide ways and means for the 
support of the Government, and for other 
purposes,” The last clause of Sec. 1 and all 


of Sec, 18 of said act read: 

Sec. 1. And all bonds, Treasury notes, and 
other obligations of the United States shall be ex- 
empt from taxation by or under State or municipal 
authority. 

Sec. 13. That the words obligation or other 
security of the United States used in this act 
shall be beld to include and mean all bonds, 
coupons, national currency, United States notes, 
Treasury notes, fractional notes, checks for money 
of authorized officers of the United States, certiti- 
cates of indebtedness, certificates of deposit, 
stamps, and other representatives of value of 
whatever denomination, which have been or may 
be issued under any act of Congress. 


The syliabusof the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the case oi 
Mrrcvext vs. Board of Commissioners of 
Leavenworth County, Kansas, reported in 


Ist Orro, is as follows: 

Where, for the purpose of evading the payment 
of a tax on his money on deposit, which the law of 
a State required to be listed for taxation March 1 
in each year, a party withdrew it Feb. 28 irom a 
bank where it was subject to hfs check, converted 
it into notes of the United States, and deposited 
them to hia general credit March 3. and the State 
Court passed a decree dismissing the bill in equity 
by him filed to restrain the collection of the tax 
taereon, —-Aeld, that the decree was correct, and 
that, although such notes (greenbacks) were ¢z- 
— Ire taxation by or under State or municipal 
authority, a court of equity would not use its ex- 
traordinary powers to promote such a e¢heime de- 
vised for the purpose of enabling a party to escape 
bis proportionate share of the burdens of taxation. 

Chief-Justice Warrx delivered the opinion 
of the Court in that case, and said: 

We think that the decision in this case was cor- 
rect. Uniled States notes are exempt from tara- 
tion by or under State or municipal authority ; but 
a court of equity will not knowingly use its ex- 
travrdinary powers to promote any such scheme 
as this plaintiff devised to escape his K 
share of the burdens of taxation. is remedy, if 
he has any, is in a court of law. The decree is 
affirmed. 

The Revised Statutes contain two sections 


applicable to this question : 

Sec. 3,701. All stocks, bonds, Treasury notes, 

and other obligations of the United States shall be 
exempt from taxation by ar under State or munici- 
pal authority. 
* Sec. 5, 413. he words obligations or other 
security of the United States shall be heid to 
mean all bonds, certificates of indebtedness, Na- 
tional Bank curreacy, coupons. United States 
notes, Treasury notes. fractional notes, certificates 
of deposit, bills, checks or drafts for money 
drawn by or upon asthorized officers of the United 
States. stamps, and other representatives of value, 
of whatever denomination, which have been or 
may be issued under any act of Congress. 


All these authorities seem to be conclusive 
that greenbacks are exempt from all State 
and municipal taxation. 


Turers’ prescience as a political prophet has 
been signally approved of late on at least two 
occasions. The clection of Cardinal Pscci to 
the Pontifical throne brought out the fact that 
at a previous time, when Pio Nowno’s death seem- 
ed imminent, the President of the Third Ræpub- 
lic had addressed to the French Minister at 
Rome a letter pointing out the absolute necessi- 
ty, both for the Church and France, of selecting 
a Pope who should be a practical man, having had 
administrative expericnce, and, if possible, one 
who had traveled, knew something of politics 
and foreign affairs, and spoke French. A com- 
pleter sketch of Luo XIII. it would be hard to 
find. A French magazine has now unearthed a 
letter from the great statesman, written just 
eleven years ago, not long after Sadowa. In it 
M. Tumus laments bitterly that Europe should 
have been given up to pillage, declared that as 
England had no longer a Continental policy, 
there was no longer acurb to the ambition of 
powerful States, and added that at Paris, in 
the Emperor’s councils, all was anarchy, 
the nation was a belmless ship driving 
over a stormy sea, and Gop only 
knew what was in store for France. This 
was just three years and a half before Sedan. 
With this accurate forecast of Kuropean politics 
under the existence of the compact between 
the two Chanceliors is also published a no less 
remarkable letter from Prince Jzroms Napo- 
Lion to Emits Ocrvier. It was written in 
confidence during the pournarters between the 
Emperor and M. OLLIvigR which ended in the 
tormation of the Ministry of Jan. 3, 1870,—that 
Ministry which went into the war with a licht 
heart,” and was kicked out by the Corps Legis- 
latif to make room for the administration of 
Count Palo. The Prince, in the note, de- 
clared that the crisis of the Empire had been 
reached, that OLLIVIER must put everything in 
writing and in the plainest terms, and, unless 
the Emperor agreed to all that the Minister had 
intended to demand, break off the negotiations; 
that there must be a new deal,“ a more liberal 
policy towards the press and public assemblies, 
and constitutional reforms; that all this had to 
be done instanter, for they could feel the heat 
of the volcano over which they walked. it may 
well be doubted whether, even if the disastrous 
experiment of a dynastic war had not been at- 
tempted, the Empire that had rotted to ite fali 
could have survived much longer than it did. 


Ngzat Dow has written to our New York 
namesake to savy that in all their warfare 
against the grog-shops the Prohibitionists of 
Maine have been aware of the fact that the 
straining of a law far beyond the demand o 
public opinion would inevitably produce a reac- 
tion, and so have been careful to prepare the 
public mind for every new step in advance. He 
says: 

In January, 1877, was passed an act far more 
stringent than any which preceded it, without a 
dissenting vote in either House. This act prohib- 
ited the manufacture of intoxicating liquors. ex- 
cept cider, under a penalty of $1,000 fine, and 
three months in jail for every day in which a dis- 
tallery or brewery shall run. On the 12th of March 
last the fires were let down in all these places in 
Maine, and this action bas been formally indorsed 
855 both political parties in their State Conven- 

ons. 


We can’t exactly see the reason why people 
should be @jowed to manufacture one kind of 
intoxicating licuor and not another, that is, if 
this legislation is based upon principle; but Jet 
that pass. What we do take exception to is 
Mr. Dow's remark that the action of the Legis- 
lature bas been formally indorsed by both 
political parties in their State Conventions.” 
The Democratic platform of 1878 makes no al- 
lusion whatever to Prohibition. The Republic- 
ans adopted a resolution as follows: 

Temperance among the people may be tl 
promo — 1 — 14 2 and it 1 
a source congratulation t the principle of 
Prohibition, always upheld by the Republicans of 
Maine, is now concurred in by so large a majority 
of the people that it is no longer a question, 
the Democrats for several years 2 lined to 
contest it or dispute it. 

We fail to find here any “formal” indorsa- 


tion of the act of January, 1877, or any assur- 
ance that the Republicans regarded it as a 
specimen of the “wise prohibitory legislation” 
by which temperance among the people may 
be greatly promoted. 


On sundry occasions Republican papers have 
attacked the Democratic rulers of New York 
City for their extravagance. They should take 
it all back. Tammany Hall can economize—is 
saving money. It stopped two cents out of the 
pay of a girl who got 624 a month for teaching 
in a night school, because she was one minute 
late one night. The vigilant Auditor ot Jonn 
KE.ir’s department, while examining the pay- 
rolis to check any waste of the taxpayers’ 
money, discovered this item. He dictated a 


memorandum ou the subject to his private sec- 
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| retary, who dictated it to the official stenograpb- 
er, who wrote it out and gave it to the copying 
clerk, who copied it and bad it entered by the 
index clerk, who gave it to the chief messen- 
ger, who handed it over tothe deputy messen- 
ger, who summoned a messenger, who took it 
to the chief clerk of the Bureau of Correspond- 
ence. This official, after the matter had in due 
routine been submitted to the account- 
ant’s office and checked by the statisti- 
cian, wrote to the Board of Education that 
instead of deducting two cents from Miss 
NEWELL’s pay there should have been deducted 
* 1.66666660666 etc. cent. The Board of Educa- 
tion thought it was better that the girt should 
lose .33333333883 ete. of a cent, to make even 
change, than that the taxpayers of New York 
should be robbed of .60666666666 etc. of a cent, 
and replied that the Trustees having approved 
the pay-roll it could not be altered. The 
Finance Department has referred the matter to 
the Legal Department, where several $6,500 
lawyers and $3,750 clerks are grappling with it. 
It is too soon to decide whether the City and 
County of New York will get one-third of a cent 
ahead of Miss NEWELL, or Miss NEWELL will 
get two-thirds of a cent ahead of the City and 
County of New York, but, if it costs $50,000 of 
salaries and stationery, Tammany Hall is going 
to have this matter settled. Tammany Hall 
takes care of the mills; the millions will take 
of themaelves. 


The case of Prof. — * has deen on 


trial in Scotland for promulgating “ opinions 
which contradict or are opposed to the doctrine 
of the immediate inepiration, infallible truth, 
and Divine authority of the Holy Scriptures,” 
has been partially disposed of, the Presbytery 
finding a verdict of not guilty on this charge. 
The other charges are subordinate to this, and 
will probably drop of theirown weight. An 
appeal has, however, been taken to the Synod, 
and more will be heard of it from that quarter.

It has the approbation of probably 
not one fh teu of the Presbyterian clergymen in 
this country; and, if Prof. Surru were submit- 
ted to their judgment, he would be sent out of 
the Church in short order. If, therefore, he is 
acquitted by his Synod, there will be evidence 
of the remarkable fact, long suspected, that the 
Presbyterian Church in Scotland is more liberal 
than its offshoots in the United States.

Broons sons. Pa., March 25.—To the last 

. there was some fear that there would be an at- 
tempt to rescue the condemned men. Large 
bodies of men representing the Mollie-Maguire 
locality of Hester’s home, Locust Gap, Cen- 
tralia, and Mount Carmel. were present. but, if 
they intended a demonstration, a large police 
force armed with sixteen-shooters showed the 
folly of such an attempt. All three 
of the condemned arose with the sun. 
Tully ent from his bed to his 
knees for prayer. After the usual morning de- 
votion of a good Catholic, he prepared his toilet, 
avd then for a half-hour paced the cell. Every 
now and then: be would stop at his window, 
that overlook» the jail-yard in which the scaf- 
fold was being erected. His breakfast was 
brought to him by his immediate friends, who 
were ad.nitted to his cell. Those present were 
his wife, three daughters, two sons-in-law, aud 
his brother. He took occasion to remark that 
an innocent man was about to be murdered. 

McHugh prayed long in silence, but showed 
no excitement. 

At half-past 6 Fathers Schlueter and McGov- 
ern, of Danville, and Roche, of Shamokiu, were 
announced at the outward gate, and immediaic- 
ly admitted to the inclosure. A few moments 
later the prisoners Hester and Tully, together 
with their friende, went to McHugh’s cell, 
where the religious formule of the Catholic 
Church were gove through with. including the 
observance of High Mass. 

These services and the light repast for break- 
fast occupied a long time. The spiritual ad- 
visers did not leave them, but occasionally spoke 
encouraging words to nerve up the men, and 
held out to them the hope of a glorious ex- 
istence in the future. 

The crowds encircling the Sheriff’s residence 
and the jail were immense, but no serious out- 
break occurred. The grounas were well po- 
need by a beavily-armed detail of the coal and 
lron men. . 

During the few minutes between the time of 
the admission of the reporters to the guard- 
roour and their entering the jail-yard the New 
York Sun correspondent took occasion to crit- 
leise its management in a mild manner, and, for 
his temerity, was ejected. In about eight min- 
utes after the entrance of the spectators the 
announcement was made that entire quietocss 
was desired, and in a moment thereafter the 
procession of death appeared at the door lead- 
ing from the Jail into the yard.

PENNSYLVANIA.

PuHILaADELPuIA, March %25.—There was an- 
other display of oratory at the Pennsylvania 
Railroad adjourned annual meeting to-day, but 
that was all that it amounted to. The Com- 
mittee appointed by the stockholders to exam- 
ine into and report upon the feasibility of the 
funding scheme proposed by President 
Scott made a report. The Committee 
finds that the management of the road 
has been intelligent and faithful; that 
while the Company is now suffering in its net 
earnings by reason of low rates and other 
causes, encouragement may be found in the fact 
that the tonnage of the main line and its con- 
nections is steadily increasing; that strict econ- 
omy in all branches is necessary; that from the 
dividends to be declared from the net profits of 
the Company, an amount not exceeding 2 per 
cent per annum on the capital stock of the Penn- 
sylvavia Railroad Companv should be invested in 
trust, having for its object the purchase, from 
time to time, of bonds and shares of other com- 
panies which are guaranteed by the Peunsylva- 
nia Raiiroad Company, and also of the bonded 
debt of the Pennsylvania Company, in such 
form as the Directors shall deem for the best 
interests of the stockholders and the future 
prosperity of the Company; that the resolu- 
tion authorizing the creation of such a trust be 
voted on by the stockholders at the annual 
election to-morrow. The report is signed by 
six of the seven. members of the Committee, 
the seventh, Thomas Potter, presenting a dis- 
senting report.

That it is the intention of the trunk lines to 
carry out the divisions of the West-bound freight 
which the connections have already made, or 
which they hereafter may make, and In case the 
said connections cannot agree, the Committee re- 
quest that the subject be submitted to arbitration 
as the oniy mode in which the questions can finally 
be settled. Incase no division is agreed upon, 
and no arbitration made, they have “lirected the 
Commissioner of the trunk lines to make such 
division until a final agreement is made. 

This being the case, it will occur to the Western 
connections that they cannot increase their busi- 
ness by cutting rates, giving passes, ur using other 
means to. induce freight over their roads. They 
can rely upon receiving their proportion, as above 
ascertained, so that the payment of rebates and 
use of passes will be only a loss. 

The Commissioner is further authorized here- 
after to furnish yer 1 —j statements of per- 
centages received by the various roads, so that each 
— * what proportion of the business it has re- 
celved. 

In view of the facts above stated we call upon 
all the Western connections of the trunk lines to 
cease the practice of paying rebates, making 
special contracts, giving 22 or purchasing 
tickets to secure business. By complying with this 
request they will avoid the necessity of forcing 
the trunk lines to transfer freight that has been se- 
cured by those means to other roads. It is the in- 
tention of the trunk lines to protect the roads that 
procure business by paying rebates and otherwise, 
as far as it ié in their power.

ber of cases, buyers have gone from New York 
to Philadelphia and Boston to make their 
spring purchases, because they were unable to 
ship their goods from this city as desired. 


TRYING TO DIVIDE.

Potatoes in cars were almost un- 
salable, the city nd amply supplied by the 
neighboring farmers, and prices were irregularly 
lower. Fine small dressed turkeys were firmer 
under a good local and shipping inquiry, with very 
small offerings. The offerings of all kinds of 
poultry were smail, but there was not much de- 
mand except for the stock mentioned above. Eggs 
were in fair request at unchanged prices. 

Rall freights were moderately active, and quoted 
steady on the basis of 20c per 100 Ibs for grain to 
New York. 

Lake freights were nominaBat 2c for corn by 
aii to Buffalo, and 20 asked for wheat to do.

The questidn with which the 
opinion deais—the assessment of property for 
the purpose 01 producing the revenue with 
which all thé machinery of the State and local 
Governments is kept in motion—is one of the 
most essential and difficult problems which the 
legislator bas to solve, and notbing in our social 
jurisprudence, outside of the criminal code, has 
elicited so much discuss ion, created so much con- 
and deen the source of 80 much perplex- 


inglitigation. It is probably true that no other 
general law upon the statute book of any State 


pas been subjected to as mach tinkering as the 
one relating to assessments, and the present im- 


perfect processes for levying taxes, both fn the- 


ory and practice, are neither flattering to our in- 
telligence nor indicative of a high degree of 
wisdom in self-government. The principle of 


assessing every kind of property, both real and 


personal, and of making it all pay its just pro- 
portion of all taxes, lies at the root of the whole 
controversy, and it Is the effort to escape the 
practical operations of this just principle which 


causes so much trouble.

A LARGE CLAIM DENIED. 

Specia’ Dispatch to The Tribune. 
BLoominerTon., III., March 25.—About eight 
years ago suit was brought by ElishaC. Lichfield, 
of New York, against the Chicago & St. Louis 
Railroad Company to recover one-half of that 
part of the Chicago & Alton Road extending 
between Joliet and Alton, which then was worth 
millions, aud is now greatly enhanced in value. 
The trial of the case was not reached until last 
Saturday. During its peadency Lichfield, the 
plaintiff, had died in bankruptcy, leaving the 
suit to be carried on hy his Assignee. The 
plaintiff stated bis case as follows: 

The claim rests on a purchase of the railroad at a 
mortgage sale in 1856. The mortgage that was 
closed out was made in January, 1857, by the rail- 
road company to Messrs. Brown, Fallerton, and 
Keating, trustees to several hundred thousand dol- 
lars of debts owing the road. This mortgage 
was wade subject to three prior mortgages that had 
been given by the Company, amounting to 7 500, - 
000. and also subject to a lease of the road in 1855 
to Hamilton Spencer, of Bloomington, for twenty 
years. Defanit haying been made in the payment 
of this fourth mortgage, the trustces a vertised 
and sold the road in 1856, subject to the incum- 
brances. It was poucht for $5, 000 by the complain- 
ant and ex-Gov. Matteson. A new corporation 
was then formed dy an act of the Legislatare, —the 
St. Louis, Alton Chicago Railroad Company, 
—consisting of Matteson, Lichfield, Spencer, and 
six other persons. Gov. Matteson transferred bis 
interest, acquired by the sale, to this new corpora- 
tion, but ichfleld did not. Lichfleid was. 
however, one of the corporators of the 
new corporation, became one of its Directors, and 
he and Matteson issued circulars, in their own 
name and in the name of the ola corporation, 


them to cancel their old bonds and subscribe for 
bonds of the new incorporation instead. Subse - 
nently, the three mortgages that were abead of 
the one under whith Lichfield bought, were fore- 
closed in the United States Supreme Court in Chi- 
he sales made in those proceed- 
ings, through a succession of transfers afterward 
made, comes the title of the present Ch & Al- 
ton Railroad Company to the road.

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THE CHARTER OAK. 
MEETING OF THE CHICAGO POLICY-HOLDERS. 
A well-attended meeting of Chicago policy-hold- 
ers in the Charter Oak Life-Insarance Compahy 
was held yesterday afternoon in the club-rooms of 


the Sherman House. 
The Hon. William Bross called the meeting to 
order and moved that Col. C. G. Hammond be 
chosen to preside. The motion prevailed. 

Col. Hammond, on taking the chair, called upon 
Mr. Bross to state the object of the meeting. 

Mr. Bross said that the Connecticut Legislature 
had lately adopted a new charter for the Company, 
making it a mutual concern, and that the 
meeting was for the purpose of voting on 
the acceptance of the charter, to select 
somebody to represen policy-holders by 
proxy at the meeting for organization to be 
held in Hartford on the 18th of next month, and to 
appoint some competent min to appraise the Com- 
pany's real estate in Chicayo believed that, 
with the reorganization, and with the completion: 
of the ecaling 1 the Company had a brilliant 
future before it. 

At the uest of the oy ote the Rev. Dr. 
Ryder med the charter fecently adopted. The 
substance has already deen published in these 
columns. ; 

The Chairman said he understood that every 
policy-holder would have one vote in the organiza- 
tion, without regard to the amount of his policy, 
Mr. Wells and Mr. Bros had @ similar under- 
standing of the matter. . « 

Mr. John Forsythe wanted the section read. If it 
did contain any such provigion, it was eminently 
unjust, inasmuch as it was a ruie in every corpora- 
tion that the voting should be according to the 
number of shares. 

Mr. C. L. Tappan thought a $500-policy-holder 
should have a vote as well as one who had a policy 
for , 000. 

The provision of the charter was then read. It 
was as follows: 

In the choice of Directors, as aforesaid, each 
person insured and present personally, or by his 
proxy, shall be entitled to one vote. 

Mr. Brose moved. in order to get the question 
before the meeting, to approve the charter. In his 
opinion it was the best thing the policy-holders 
could get, being infinitely preferable to a long and 
tedious waiting for dividends. 

A gentleman rose to a puint of order. The pres- 
ent meeting was, he said, perfectly gratuitous, as 
the meetingin Hartford wasthe only one whose 
adoption of the charter would make it binding. 
The Chairman decided against the point of 
order. 

Mr. Forsythe then went on to speak of what he 
regarded as the injustice of the provision. 

Mr. George Sherwood saw no objection to the 
provision, since the new Company was mutual in 
— plan, aud each member had equal righis with 
the rest. 

The Chaisman stated sh the discussion would 


have been very well before/the Legislature, bat, as 
he viewed it, was out of orfler at this time. 
Mr. Bross’ motion to 
APPROVE THE CHARTER 
was then carried. There! were several negative 
votes. John Forsythe’s vdice led all the rest. 
On motion of Gen. Stiles, the following Commit 
tee was appointed to retire and report to the 
meeting the name of a suitable person to represent 
the policy-holders at the meeting in Hartford, and 
also to recommend a suifable person as the Di- 
rector for Illinois: Gen Stiles, C. L. Tappan, 
Mr. Bross, the Rev. J. M. Cauldwell. 
The Committee was out but a snort time, and 
reported that George Shetwood was their unpni- 
mous choice to represent the policy-holders atithe 
Hartford meeting. Committee were also

Some 
of the Commissioners were very solicitous about 
having the action published, and it may mean more 
than it appears, especially since they live outside 
of the town. 

ABSTRACTS. 

The call of committees Was then taken up. Mr. 
Fitzgerald, from the Finance Committee, said he 
had no report to make, but wanted his Committee 
to meet to-day to look over the report of the ex- 
perts’’ appointed to look into the —— Treasuter's 
accounts, and also requested the Committee to whom 
the communications in reference to the Recorder's 
office had been referred to meet Wednesday. He 
wanted the Recorder, and numerous persons he 
named, brought before the Committee at that time, 
and went on to say that he propose to show by the 
hecorder’s employes that he had been blackmail- 
ing them out of $3 per month, was incompetent, 
dishonest, etc.

There is acase of difference in 
classification between New York and Chicago on 
rome N consigned, not to West & Co., shell- 
dealers, but to West, Kaiser & Co.. of Bushnell, 
III., and the question is whether the edgings are 
linen or cotton. They were returned in New York 
as cotton. We found them in every instance, ex- 
cept as to two items in the invoice, to be linen. I 
submitted them to several experts, who agreed 
with me in the classification. therefore returned 
them as linen. In December last I had a similar 
case of difference with New York in regard to 
shawls consigned to J. V. Farwell & Co. The 
shawis were passed in New York as wool 
and cotton worsted, 50-40. I found them to be 
exclasively wool, and so returned them, assessing 
the duty at 50-35. The case went to the depart- 
ment, and the department directed me to procure 
samples of the shawis and forward them to the 
New York Appraiser. I protested, saying: The 
question is purely one of fact, namely, Are the 
shawis in question all-wool?

Notwithstand- 
ing this appeal, the department directed that the 
shawls be sent to the Appraiser at New York. 
Now, having had this experience, when this ditker- 
ence in edgings came up, presuming that the same 
request would be made of me, I determined to get 
an authoritative decision as to the material of 
which the edgings were composed. I therefore 
requested a house in Chicago to forward 2 
of all these edgings to the manufacturer in Eu- 
rope, which they agreed to do.
